A Popular Business Man Passes On 


Since our last issue of the Star, it 
is with deep regret that we are 
called upon to record the passing of 
our beloved Editor, the late Mr. W. 
J. Huntingford. 

Born in Notth Wales in 1876, he 
moved to England and served his ap- 
prenticeship of seven years as type 
wetter and printer. Shortly after 
the Boer War he came to Ontario in 
Canada and later settled in Saskat- 
chewan and was employed in various 
paper and job printing plants before 
moving to Swift Current where he 
founded the “Swift Current Sun” 
which he operated for several years. 
Leaving there he went to Biggar and 
established the “Biggar Independent”, 
both of these papers are still publish- 
ing today, a tribute to the fore- 
sight of the first editor. 

After selling his businegs at 
Biggar, the deceased moved ta Ed- 


monton where he was employed by. 


both the Journal and Bulletin. 


In April 1916. Mr. Huntingford 
came to Wainwright to manage the 
“Wainwright Star’ which was owned 
by the late Charles Morrison, In Aug- 
ust of the same year he married Miss 
Nellie M. Isteed of the district and 
they moved back to Edmonton where 
he was employed by the Bulletin, 
Journal and the Esdale Press. 

Together with Mr. Tilley; the late 
Editor formed a partnership and 
founded the Tilley Preas, 

Moving to Wainwright in Novem- 
ber, 1918, he purchased the Wain- 
wright Star which he has’ managed 
and published almost continuously 
since that time until his recent ill- 
ness. 

Mr. Huntingford has been an ar- 
dent Oddfellow for over 45 years and 
during that time held almost every 
office of the Order in the Province, 
last March being elected to the posi- 
tion of Grand Master of L0O.0.F. in 
Alberta. In 1941-42 he was appointed
